The Anza Field Director listen¬ 
ed to a Naval Lieutenant of a 
Torpedo Boat Destroyer relate how 
his ship was mercilessly bombed 
last October, and, after sinking, 
only 23 men were able to get away 
on a raft. Of this number, only 
seven survived. His was a harrow¬ 
ing tale of drifting through shark- 
infested waters. After rescue, the 
survivors were hospitalized in 
Quonset huts in New Guinea. 

He told of the great joy when 
his men received the Red Cross 
Kit Bags, containing cigarettes, 
sweets, etc. He mentioned how the 
surgeons apologetically redressed 
wounds every third or fourth day, 
instead of every day, because of 
the lack of surgical dressings. He 
spoke gratefully of how Red Cross 
was the only agency which could 
get cables through to the loved 
ones of the survivors. His story 
took two hours to tell—we wished 
it could be broadcast, in order that 
everyone could hear first-hand of 
the valor of our men, and, too, of 
the great need for the comforts 
which are a prime necessity.

He came from a long line 
of military men, was a cadet in 
the Australian Military Forces, 
served in the South African Boer 
War, and is a graduate of our 
Military School. 

Col. Aird has had a wide and 
varied military career. At the 
close of the Boer War he came to 
the United States and enlisted in 
the United States Cavalry which is, 
in his opinion, the best branch of 
the service. Col. Aird has served 
in the Philippines, fought in the 
Battle of Bud Dajo, on the Island 
of Jolo; served as a first sergeant 
with the United States Cavalry in 
Mexico during Francisco I. Mad- 
ero’s Revolution, which overthrew 
Diaz. He was commissioned in 
1916, and organized the 348th 
Machine Gun Battalion, 91st Wild 
West Division, in the First World 
War, and participated in the Bat¬ 
tles of St. Mehiel, Meuse Argonne, 
Ypre, Lye, Belgium. Col. Aird was 
appointed Military Governor in 
Germany after the Armistice and

Q. I’m over 38 years old. How 
do I go about getting an honorable 
discharge from the Army? 

A. Here are the War Depart¬ 
ment requirements: (1) The sol¬ 
dier must attain his 38th birthday 
on or before February 28, 1943; 
(2) he must have enlisted or have 
been inducted into the Army on or 
before February 28, 1943; (3) he 
must submit a written request for 
discharge prior to May 1, 1943. 
(Commanding officers are author¬ 
ized to extend the time in cases 
where the soldier did not have suf¬ 
ficient opportunity to file his ap¬ 
plication.) (4) he must present 
written evidence that, if discharg¬ 
ed, he will be employed in an es¬ 
sential industry, including agricul¬ 
ture; (5) his release will not 
seriously affect the efficiency of 
the organization to which he is 
assigned. 

Q. I plan to make out my in¬ 
come tax return this week. What 
are personal exemptions for ser¬ 
vicemen? 

A. If single, $500; if married, 
$1200. In addition, all servicemen 
below the grade of a commissioned 
officer receive a specific exclusion 
from income of $250 for single 
men and $300 for married men and 
heads of families. If you’re a 
married man and separated from 
your wife or family because of 
military service, the separation has 
no effect on your personal exemp¬ 
tion as a married man or head of 
the family. You’re still the boss! 

Q. Is it improper to wash the 
American flag? 

A. Absolutely not. It is no dis¬ 
respect to wash or dry-clean an 
American flag. It is also proper 
to mend the flag when torn, un¬ 
less it is in such bad condition that 
it would be a discredit to the own¬ 
er if displayed.
